New public transportation system 
to start this month in W. Liberty 


Gateway Community 
Services receives DOT 
gramt to operate system 

Dennis Gulley, executive director of 
Gateway Community Services Organi¬ 
zation announced Monday that Gateway 
has received a Section 5311 Rural Pub¬ 
lic Transportation grant that will provide 
for the operation of a limited public 
transportation system in West Liberty. 

“We have known for a long time there 
is a great need for public transportation 
in our region,” said Gulley, who met 
with Kentucky Department of Transpor¬ 
tation officials on Aug. 22 to finalize 
details for the new service. “We’re start¬ 
ing with this small program for the City 
of West Liberty, but we see potential to 
expand the service not only in Morgan 
County, but also in other counties that 
Gateway operates in.” 

The opportunity for Gateway to b 
ring public transportation to West Lib¬ 
erty was in part a result of the efforts of 


Judge Executive Tim Conley and the 
Morgan County Fiscal Court and their 
efforts to construct a parking facility in 
downtown West Liberty, Gulley said. 

“The parking facility Judge Conley 
and the Fiscal Court are working on 
helped facilitate Gateway in obtaining 
this transportation grant,” Gulley said. 
“The parking facility and public trans¬ 
portation program actually go hand in 
hand. Judge Conley and Mayor (Bob) 
Nickell participated in a briefing earlier 
this year by Gateway officials concern¬ 
ing the transportation program and both 
pledged support for the project.” 

Gateway will start taking appoint¬ 
ments on September 13 with transpor¬ 
tation services beginning on September 
18. 

On Mondays and Fridays, service 
will be provided from 8:30 a.m. until 
4:00 p.m. On Tuesdays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, services will be provided 
from 9:45 a.m. until 1:00 p.m.. 

The sendee includes transportation to 
and from any location within the city 


limits of West Liberty. 

Gulley emphasized, “This is not a 
replacement for existing Medi-Cab 
medical transportation services being 
offered in West Liberty.” He said clients 
using the new service need to continue 
using the existing services. “We help 
people get to the grocery store, drug 
store, and other places in West Liberty 
where they may have business,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Clients can make appointments for 
transportation up to five days in advance. 
Gateway has been provided a 10-passen- 
ger van with wheelchair accessibility. 
Each rider will pay a S2.00 fare for a 
round trip. 

in addition to providing public trans¬ 
portation, the 10- passenger van will also 
be used by Gateway to provide trans¬ 
portation for its Morgan County Adult 
Day Care clients.

Morgan County government in coop¬ 
eration with the Environmental and Pub¬ 
lic Protection Cabinet (EPPC) will be 
conducting a waste tire amnesty pro¬ 
gram for the citizens of Morgan County. 
Program operations will be based at the 
Slate Highway garage, located on Hwy. 
191. Hours of operations will be from 
8:00 a.m. Thursday, Oct. 12, and end at 
4:00 p.m. Saturday, Oct. 14. 

The program is for private citizens, 
farmers and companies that derive less 
than 5% of their revenue from the sale 
of motor vehicle tires. 

Examples of eligible participants in¬ 
clude homeowners, farmers and land- 
owners, gasoline stations, auto and truck 
repair business who repair and change 
tires, auto body shops, trucking and de¬ 
livering companies. 

People who cannot participate are 
salvage yard operators, retailers of mo¬ 
tor vehicle tires and retailers of agricul- 

Highway Dept, 
begins removing 
campaign signs 

With the November general election 
less than three months away, the Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet:’s Department of High¬ 
ways District 10 Office in Jackson an¬ 
nounced this week that it will begin re¬ 
moving campaign and other signs placed 
illegally on state highway right of way 
immediately. 

Removed signs will be taken to the 
stale highway garage in each county 
where they will be kept for two weeks 
before being discarded, a spokesman 
said. 

Owners of the signs may claim them 
by showing proper identification and 
completing a claim form. 

State law prohibits the placement of 
these signs on state highway right of 
way, said Linda Wagner-Justice, District 
10 chief engineer. 

Counties in District 10 include 
Breathitt, Estill, Lee, Magoffin, 
Menifee, Morgan, Owsley, Perry, 
Powell, and Wolfe. 

Because signs can obstruct the view 
or distract drivers, they create a safety 
hazard. 

The sign removal is part of a state¬ 
wide effort being undertaken in each of 
the state’s 12 highway districts, Wagner- 
Justice said 


tural tires. 

Passenger car tires, lightweight truck 
tires and agricultural tires can be ac¬ 
cepted. 

Foam filled tires, heavy equipment 
tires (OTR), and solid tires with pressed 
rims can not be accepted. 

Persons with an accumulation of 
1,500 tires or more should contact the 
Morgan County Fiscal Court to sched¬ 
ule a site inspection prior to the program 
dates listed above. Arrangements may 
be made by program personnel to pick 
up compact accumulations of 1,500 or 
more that are easily accessible by trac¬ 
tor-trailer. Accumulations of tires that: 
are too large or difficult to access will 
be inventoried for future abatement by 
the state.

Morgan County Water District Chair¬ 
man Roy Collett reminds that work is 
underwy on the Phase 11 line extension 
project.

Homeowners are responsible for run¬ 
ning a service line from the meter base 
to their homes as well as obtaining a 
plumbing permit from the Health De¬ 
partment.

Student plot to test 
dress code limits is 


Plea issued for

Some student hi-jinks involving a 
plot by a group of high school juniors to 
test the limits of Morgan County High 
School’s student dress code failed to get 
off the ground last Friday when faculty 
members got wind of it and nipped it in 
the bud. 


Principal Addison Whitt said it is 
believed that some 30 or 40 juniors were 
in on a plan to come to school on Friday 
wearing clothing and styles prohibited 
by the school ’s dress code. The idea ap¬ 
parently spread and eventually involved 
some 70 to 80 students from all grades, 
all of whom were stopped as they arrived 
at school by faculty members and in¬ 
formed that they could not attend class 
until they changed into acceptable cloth¬ 
ing. 


Whitt said the students were given the 
option of either calling their parents and 
have them bring suitable clothing to 
change into, visiting the Student Service 
Center where suitable clothing could be 
obtained, or covering unacceptable holes 
in their clothing, etc.

Government Employees 

Something To Think About

FRANKFORT—It is always 
fashionable to run down govern¬ 
ment and denigrate the men and 
women who work for govern¬ 
ment. 

After all, it’s just politics and 
everybody plays it, right? 

That’s one of the multiple de¬ 
fenses offered by attorneys for 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher against the 
indictments of Fletcher: Past ad¬ 
ministrations violated the Merit 
System laws and got away with 
it. 

The indictments now are his¬ 
tory, and perhaps the Merit Sys¬ 
tem is stronger as a result of At¬ 
torney General Greg Stumbo’s 
long investigation of the Fletcher 
administrations alleged hiring 
abuses. 

But if you paid close attention 
to the documents and e-mails 
made public during the special 
grand jury investigation, you got 
the distinct impression that state 
government jobs have everything 
to do with who you know and 
support and not a lot about what 
you know about doing that job. 

With some jobs, that’s true. 
There are hundreds of mid- and 
top-level jobs not covered by the 
Merit System a governor ap¬ 
points, and inevitably they go to 
political friends and supporters. 
It helps if a cabinet secretary has 
some knowledge of the govern¬ 
ment program he or she oversees, 
but it’s not absolutely necessary. 

The vast majority of state jobs, 
however, fall under the Merit Sys¬ 
tem and should be given to indi¬ 
viduals based on their ability and 
experience as opposed to their 
political party affiliation or who 
they supported in the last election. 

Does it work perfectly? Of 
course not, and it is when the sys¬ 
tem shows its inevitable faults 
that the public, the taxpayers, take 
on a jaundiced view of all gov¬ 
ernment employees — local, state 
and federal government employ¬ 
ees. 

That is until something hap¬ 
pens that shows just how good 
and dedicated and hard-working 
government employees can be. 

It was, after all, a local gov¬ 
ernment employee who pulled the 
lone survivor of Comair Flight 
5191 out of the burning plane at 
Blue Grass Airport Aug. 27 — a 
police officer. 

Employees of the public air¬ 
port put out the fire that raged 


through the crashed jet, and local 
government fire and police per¬ 
sonnel as well as state troopers 
kept watch over the scene, pro¬ 
tected the bodies of the victims 
and the evidence at the crash site. 

Then the bodies of the 49 vic¬ 
tims were brought by government 
workers to the state Central Labo¬ 
ratory here, where state employ¬ 
ees — some Merit, some not — 
aided by a squad of volunteer 
county coroners and their depu¬ 
ties, worked tirelessly to identify 
the victims so their families could 
go about the task of grieving for 
their lest loved ones. 

And back at Blue Grass Air¬ 
port, federal government employ¬ 
ees began the long job of deter¬ 
mining why Flight 5191 crashed. 
Comair won’t make that decision. 
Nor will its parent company, 
Delta Airlines. 

From the time Flight 5191 fell 
out of the sky — or more appro¬ 
priately, failed to climb into the 
sky local, state and federal gov¬ 
ernment workers took over and 
performed difficult, dirty, and 
dangerous jobs they were hired to 
perform if and when it becomes 
necessary. 

No one asked who was a 
Democrat and who was a Repub¬ 
lican. 

No one cared whether a coro¬ 
ner came from a Republican 
county or a Democratic county. 

No one checked to see how all 
these men and women on govern¬ 
ment payrolls are registered to 
vote or even if they vote at all. 

It was wholly irrelevant to the 
crisis that existed early that Sun¬ 
day morning and to the task that 
lay ahead in the first hours after 
the crash and in the days that fol¬ 
lowed. 

The same applies when a coal 
slurry impoundment breaks and 
unleashes millions of gallons of 
black ooze into nearby streams. 
Public employees investigate and 
more often than not help clean up 
the mess. Again no one cares 
about their politics then. 

But sometime in the weeks or 
months ahead, a government em¬ 
ployee who got his or her job be¬ 
cause of political connections will 
screw up, headlines will an¬ 
nounce the fact and the heroic and 
selfless work of so many public 
employees in the last week will 
be forgotten. 

Until the next time something 
terrible happens.

RETIREMENT

Question: I worked as a 
teacher for 27 years in a school 
system that had its own pension 
plan and did not require staff' to 
pay Social Security taxes. But I 
also worked during the summer 
months for all those years at job 
covered by Social Security. Can 
the Windfall Elimination Provi¬ 
sion (WEP) eliminate all of the 
monthly Social Security benefit 
1 should be entitled to? 

Answer: No. While Social 
Security benefits are usually 
lower because of WEP, they are 
never totally eliminated. For ex¬ 
ample, this year the maximum 
reduction under WEP is S328 per 
month, and the reduction is often 
less (the average reduction is 
$198). For more information, 
visit the Social Security website 
at www.socialsccurity.gov/ 
pubsl0045.html. Or you can call 
Social Security’s toll-free num¬ 
ber at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 1- 
800-325-0778) and ask for the 
publication, Windfall Elimination 
Provision.

Question: When a Social Se¬ 
curity beneficiary dies, does the 
funeral home notify Social Secu¬ 
rity, or is the notification the re¬ 
sponsibility of the family? 

Answer: Many funeral direc¬ 
tors voluntarily provide death in¬ 
formation directly to Social Se¬ 
curity.

Some students chose the lat¬ 
ter and taped the holes in their 
clothing together with tape, Whitt 
said.

Whitt said the dress code, 
which prohibits students from 
wearing various types of sugges¬ 
tive or distracting clothing, has 
been in effect for a number of 
years and all students and their 
parents have been made aware of 
the code. 

Whitt said, faculty members 
had been cautioning students 
from time to time about the dress 
code since the beginning of the 
school year.

(winged insect), Order:

Arctidae (Tiger Moth), Subfam¬ 
ily: Arctilnae (Tiger Moths), 
Tribe: Callimorphin, Genus: 



Hapica, Species: Clymene. 

In short, it’s Clymene Moth - 
Hodges #8107. It is found 
throughout Eastern North 
America and inhabits deciduous 
forests and adjacent fields. Its lar¬ 
vae eat a wide variety of plants, 
including oaks and willows. The 
adult moths are found during the 
day in woodlands and come to 
lights at night. They often dis¬ 
turbed in woodlands during hot 
summer days June through Au¬ 
gust.

Statewide prison escape 
notification plan enhanced 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — 
Through a partnership with Lou¬ 
isville-based Appriss Inc., devel¬ 
oper of the VINE system, the 
Kentucky Department of Correc¬ 
tions has enhanced its statewide 
prisoner escape notification ser¬ 
vice. 

The notification system, 
AlertXpress, now allows indi¬ 
viduals who live near Kentucky’s 
13 state prisons and three private 
prisons to hear detailed informa¬ 
tion about the inmate in the event 
of an escape from that institution. 
When the escape notification sys¬ 
tem was launched last year, resi¬ 
dents only heard a recorded mes¬ 
sage informing them of the date 
and time of the escape. Now those 
registered will know exactly who 
escaped, including a description 
of the inmate and their charges. 

Residents will still call the 
same toll-free number, 1-866- 
445-2867, to register and all those 
previously registered will be 
“rolled over” by Appriss onto the 
enhanced system. Residents can 
register as many numbers as they 
wish - for instance a home tele¬ 
phone, a cell phone number and a 
work number. 

The enhanced notification sys¬ 
tem also calls registered individu¬ 
als when the escapee is back in 
custody. 

“This enhanced escape notifi¬ 
cation plan is a continuation of 
our plan towards ensuring the 
safety of residents of the Com¬ 
monwealth and carrying out the 
mission of not only the Depart¬ 


ment of Corrections, but the Jus¬ 
tice and Public Safety Cabinet as 
well,” said Corrections Commis¬ 
sioner John D. Rees. “We work 
diligently to make our prisoners 
safe and secure and want to do 
everything in our power to make 
the residents who live near our 
prisons feel as safe as possible.” 

Early in 2004, the Department 
of Corrections began exploring 
the idea of an escape notification 
plan when its LaGrange prisons 
attempted to update their lists of 
nearby residents wishing to be 
notified of an escape. Due to the 
number of residents who re¬ 
sponded and the volume of calls 
it would require, it was not fea¬ 
sible for prison staff to manually 
make the telephone calls. Depart¬ 
ment officials approached Appriss 
President Mike Davis, who agreed 
to provide the service as an added 
component of its existing VINE 
contract. 

“The Kentucky Department of 
Corrections has been on the cut¬ 
ting edge of notification technol¬ 
ogy for more than 10 years,” said 
Davis. “We are thrilled to, once 
again, work with the department 
to ensure residents living near 
state prisons have as much infor¬ 
mation as possible during an es¬ 
cape.” 

Kentucky became the first state 
in the nation to implement VINE 
in 1996. The victim notification 
service is now available in more 
than 1,500 communities in 40 
states.

Data shows urban- 
rural income divide, 
child poverty is up 

U.S. Census data released 
Aug. 29 show that people rank¬ 
ing in the top fifth of the nation’s 
biggest earners live mainly in 
metropolitan areas (90.8 percent) 
instead of rural ones (9.2 per¬ 
cent). 

“Meanwhile, those living in 
the bottom fifth in income could 
be found in disproportionate 
numbers in rural areas (21.2 per¬ 
cent of this group lived outside 
metro areas compared with 9.2 
percent of the wealthiest) and to 
live in non-family households (59 
percent of the poor compared 
with 12.5 percent of the wealthy). 
A study of the data by the Carsey 
Institute at the University of New 
Hampshire found that children in 
rural areas were particularly hard 
hit, with the percentage living in 
poverty in 41 states higher in 
2005 than it was five years be¬ 
fore,” writes Rick Lyman of The 
New York Times. 

The Carsey Institute’s analy¬ 
sis of child poverty in non-metro 
areas in 2005 listed these states 
as having the biggest percent of 
rural children in poverty: Missis¬ 
sippi (36.7 percent), Louisiana 
(31.5 percent), New Mexico 
(30.9 percent), Arizona (30.8 per¬ 
cent), and Alabama (30.1 per¬ 
cent).

Menifee Co. unveils 
E-911 emergency 
response system 

FRENCHBURG—Menifee 
County has activated its new En¬ 
hanced 911 emergency dispatch 
system. The system, unveiled by 
the Menifee County Sheriff’s 
Department at a recent open 
house, provides dispatchers de¬ 
tailed information on 911 calls 
that allows faster response from 
emergency agencies. 

Completely computerized, the 
system’s software allows dis¬ 
patchers to see a caller’s location 
on a computer screen. 

The 911 system was funded by 
grants totaling $260,000 awarded 
to the Sheriff’s Department from 
the Kentucky Department of 
Homeland Security and the Cen¬ 
ter for Rural Development.

Family caregivers 
provide 80% of 
care to elderly 

With so much in the news 
these days about health care cov¬ 
erage, access, and the needs of the 
elderly, it is important to remem¬ 
ber that families—not social ser¬ 
vice agencies, nursing homes, or 
government programs are the 
mainstay for older persons in this 
country. Today more than 22.4 
million people are informal 
caregivers who provide unpaid 
help to older persons. These 
caregiver spouses, adult children, 
relatives, and friends help with 
shopping, transportation, and 
household chores as well as bath¬ 
ing, dressing,meals, and medica¬ 
tions. 

Already family caregivers 
provide more than 80 percent of 
all homecare services. Collec¬ 
tively it is believed that these in¬ 
dividuals contribute some $257 
billion annually to the nation’s 
health care system. Yet although 
they are making a huge contribu¬ 
tion, these caregivers (mostly 
women) often experience sub¬ 
stantial stresses and burdens as a 
consequence. 

Studies have shown that pro¬ 
longed caregiving can adversely 
affect one’s physical and psycho¬ 
logical health, current and future 
earnings capability, the ability to 
balance the needs of older parents 
with younger families, and the 
ability to meet personal needs. 
Yet, as the population ages and

Stevens’ 4 TD’s lead Bath to

Bath County’s Wayne Stevens 
rushed for 210 yards and scored 
four touchdowns as the Wildcats 
remained unbeaten with a 32-18 
victory over Morgan County.

As it 
turned out, the only thing that 
stopped Bush was the unfortunate 
broken leg the senior suffered 
early in the second half. By t hat 
time, Bush had already rushed for 
124 yards and three touchdowns. 


Offensively, U of L did what 
it wanted, when it wanted. 
Michael Bush’s 48 yard touch¬ 
down run came just over a minute 
after kickoff. Ten minutes later, 
Bush was at it again with a four 
year scoring run. After the Cards 
scored through the air. Bush 
added his third TD from five 
yards out early in the second 
quarter. 

Thankfully, Kentucky’s of¬ 
fense kept the Cats from being 
humiliated. Just before the half, 
Andre Woodson found Keenon 
Burton for a 73 yard touchdown 
pass, which was quickly followed 
by Woodson hooking up with 
Dicky Lyons, Jr. for a four yard 
score. All of a sudden, UK was 
somewhat back in the game - that 
is, if you call trailing by 17 at 
halftime back in the game. 

But respectability did not last 
long. Despite another touchdown 
from Lyons and an exciting 100 
yard kickoff return by Burton, 
UK’s offensive heroics were 
overshadowed by four more Lou¬ 
isville scores. Before the smoke 
cleared at Papa John’s, the Cards 
had racked up 59 points and 631 
yards of total offense. The major¬ 
ity of the damage came in the 
trenches as UK’s defense line 
surrendered an unthinkable 363 
rushing yards. 

While nobody expected the 
Cats to boat Louisville, UK 
Coach Rich Brooks now has little 
room for error. The next two 
games (Texas State and Ole Miss) 
are absolute must wins. If Ken¬ 
tucky drops either, Brooks will 
surely feel the heat like never 
before.
